Died in lioston, jeatorday, at:) r. M., 


Sjdoey Brooks Esq.,for many years a highly 
esteemed resident and citizen of our city.

The Chinesa probably illustrate iu the 


most extreme manner tbe length to which 
looso 
views 
concerning 
currency 


can be carried. The history of their cur- 
rency presents that mingling of Iho gro- 
tesque vfilh Iho tragic which most of their 
aclioiis Imvo when viewed Ihrough western 
eyes. 
Coined uiouey was known nuionf; 


Ihem as curly ns Ihe eleventh ccntnrr be- 
fore Christ, hut Ibeir inability lo compre- 
hend the principles upon which n currency 
should be based has led them into all sorts 
of extravagances, which have been attended 
by disorder, famine and bloodshed. 
Coins 


came at last to be made. EO thin that 100D of 
them piled togelUer wcro only Ibree inches 
bigh; tueu gold and silver were abandoned; 
aud copper, tin, Eholls, skins, sloues, nud 
paper, were given n fixed value, and used 
uulil, by abuse, all tho advantages to be 
derived from Iho use- of money wore lust, 
aud there WES nothing left for Ibo people 
lo do but to go bsck to barter, mid this 
they did more than once. They cannot be 
said now to have a coinage ; 2HUO years ngo 
they rnntle round coins with n square holo 
in tbe middle, and they have made no nd- 
•vance beyond that since. Tbo well-known 
cash is a cast-brass coin of that description, 
and, altbouch it is valued at about one 
mill and a half of our money, nud has lo 
bo strung in lots of 1000 to be computed 
with any ease, it is tho country coin. Span- 
ish Mexican, and pur new trade dollars, sro 
employed in China ; 
they pass because 


they are necessary for larger operations, 
and because faith in their standard value 
has become established ; but they aro cur- 
rent simply as stamped iugols, with their 
weight and fineness indicated.— [Popular 
Science Monthly. 


THETHOUDLE AN OBITUAliY CAUSED. 


An Albany physician, whose obituary has 


appeared several times lakes it philosophi- 
cally. Tbe latest sketch, of hia "life, with, 
tbe announcement of bis death, was copied 
from Ihe Albany Argus into tho exchanges 
of Colorado, where bo haupcued to be iu 
the flesh regaining his health.
